WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—(#)—So- 
lution of the knotty relief problem 
was in prospect tonight after a new 
exchange of views by President Hoo- 
ver and senate democratic Jeadets 
over the dispute which has threatened 
an extra session of congress. 

Mr. Hoover in a statement to the 
press emphatically declared against 
the $25,000,000 Red Cross relief ap- 
propriation demanded by the demo- 
crats, asserting it struck “at the very 
roots of self government.” 

But the pledge given by the presi- 
dent in his statement that he would 
employ every resource of the govern- 
ment to prevent suffering if other 


agencies failed brought an immsdiate 
response from the determined demo- 
crats. 

Senator Harrison, democrat, Mis- 
sissippi, went before the senate with 
Mr. Hoover's declaration of policy on 
relief and proposed a compromise on 
the $25,000,000 fund which he said 
came within the scope of the presi- 
dential policy. 

Tension Is Less. 


‘Tle suggested that this fund be 
made available durimg the a 
nine months recess of congress wit 
the understanding that it was to be 
used only in the event charitable and 
local institutions were unable to ex- 
tend adequate relief, 

A 000,000 “reserve fund” 
guarded with the language suggested 
by Harrison is now the basis for com- 
promise negotiations and will be put 
up to President Hoover tomorrow. 

While there was a noticeable snap 
in the tension which has gripped the 
senate after the conciliatory exchanges 
of the day, Representative Tilson, of 
Connecticut, leader of the resolute re- 
publican forces in the house, was still 
adamant tonight. He said after a con- 
ference with Walter Newton, execu- 
tive secretary to the president, that he 
saw no opening for a compromise in 
Mr. Hoover’s statement. 

“It is a humanitarian document,” 
Tilson said, “but stands firmly on the 
principle for which we are fighting.” 

He argued that if an extreme emer- 
gency arose, the president could call 
congress ipto session to meet the situ- 
ation, 

Meanwhile, the senate permitted 
consideration of a conference report 
on the deficiency appropriation meas- 
ure and began consideration of anoth- 
er appropriation bill which must be 
passed before the March 4 adjourn- 
ment to avoid an extra session, 

“I am not at all without hope that 
the extra session can be avoided,” 
Senator Watson, of Indiana, the re- 
publican leader, said at the end of the 


day. 
_ Pledges Self to Aid. 

In his statement, the president said: 
ote eo willing to pledge myself that 
if the time should ever come that 
the voluntary agencies of the eountry 
together with the local and state gov- 
ernments are unable to find resources 
with which to prevent hunger and 
suffering in my country, I will ask 
the aid of every resource of the fed- 
eral government because I would no 
more see starvation amongst our coun- 
trymen than would any senator or 
congressman, I have the faith in the 
American people that such a day will 
not come.”

an extra burden upon us of training 
officers and men after their arrival. 


| had urged that we should follow 
our own conception of training, em- 
phasizing the rifle and bayonet as the 
supreme weapons of the infantry sol- 
dier, and insiste” upon training for 
open warfare. It will be pertinent 
to quote my cable about this time 
criticizing the policy of the war de- 
partment as set forth in one of. the 
training pamphlets sent to me: 

In my opinion this pamphlet 
is not in harmony with the recom- 
mendations contained in my ca- 
blecram in regard to the training 
of divisions in the United States. 
The first paragraph of war de- 
partment ‘vocument announces 
that “in all the military training 
of a division, under existing con- 
ditions, training for trench war- 
fare is of paramount importance.” 

I invite attention to my cable- 
gram and repeat my recommen- 
dations contained therein that 
intensive training in all phases of 
open warfare be accepted as the 
principa! mission of divisions be- 
fore embarkation, trench warfare 
and the use a° special arms being 
taught in connection with the 
assumption’ of ‘an offensive from 
an entrenched position, It is 
urged that future programs of 
training for divisions in the 
United States be prepared accord- 
ingly. 

The training of officers for the gen- 
eral staff, which also necessarily had 
to be undertaken in France, was well 
under way at the general staff school, 
at Langres, 40 miles south of Chau- 
mont, under the able diréction of 
Major General McAndrew. The three- 
month course of instruction was based 
upon our staff organization and was 
conducted by our own instructors, 
with two or three French and an 
equal number of British officers to 
assist as lecturers. The difficulty was 
the scarcity of officers available for 
detail as students. 

We were confronted with the task 
of building up an army of millions 
that would require as many trained 
staff officers as we bad officers in 
the whole regular army at the begin- 
ning of the war. To meet this urgent 
demand Washington was asked to send 
over in advance a.small percentage 
of ‘officers from each division for in- 
struction, but only a few ever came. 

Short of Personnel. 

Out of this first class of about 75 
officers at the general staff school, 
most of them were taken from our 
meager forces in France. Unfortu- 
i.itely all the schools were short of 
student onnel, and it was not un- 
til the eleventh hour, when new divi- 
sions began to come over under pres- 
sure lafe in the spring, that any con- 
siderable number of officers could be 
spared from our forces in France for 
special staff instruction. ‘ 

Meanwhile, our program of training 
in France had become fairly well es- 
tablished under the immediate direc- 
tion and observation of the training 
section of the general staff. Most of 


our officers’ were believers in 
/the soundness of our doctrines, al-

who were generally committed to the 
theory that only trench training was 
necessary. Ee 

Our schedule of instruction consist- 
ed of three periods. The first includ- 
ed practice in the use of tae various 


weapons, with tactical exercises for 
units up to the division over such 
terrain as might be available. ‘The 
second embraced a month's tour in 
the trenches by smaller units with 
French regiments, supported by their 
artillery. e third concluded the 
course with combined work cf infan- 
try, artillery and aviation conducted 
in the training area, after which the 
division went again into the trenches 
under its own officers and as a unit 
in a French corps. 

The plan adopted of training with 
a veteran division was fairly success- 
ful, considering the circumstances, and 
would have been ideal if the model 
division could have been American. 
The objection was that the French 
were inclined to be too paternal and 
as a rule they went little further than 
trench fighting. 

The fact that many of our own 
officers were not well grounded in 
first principles made instruction more 
difficult. Recent inspections had re- 
vealed many deficiencies on the part 
of our officers and further confirmed 
reports regarding the inefficacy of 
training at home. 

Although I had suggested the estab- 
lishment of a training branch of the 
war department under General Morri- 
son, with General Blatchford as his 
assistant, two of the best equipped 
officers in our army for such work, 
the spirit of the recommendation was 
not carried out, as Morrison was not 
given the necessary independence and 
authority that a director should have, 
so the training of troops continued to 
be desultory. ., 

Qualifications of Good Officers. 

After all is said, however, the suc- 
cess of a military commander depends 
largely upon his practical turn of 
mind, whether it be in planning and 
directing military operations in the 
field or managing the business of 
transportation and supply. Military 
science is based on principles that 
have been deduced from the applica- 
tion of common sense in the conduct 
of military affairs. While high 
sounding terms and learned discus- 
sions of principles and maxims often 
enshroud campaigns and operations in 
mystery, yet military genius is really 
the capacity to understand and apply 
simple principles founded on experi- 
ence and sound reasoning. 


The neces:ity of professional educa- | 


tion should not be minimized in the 
slightest degree, it is, too, highly im- 
portant, but the best informed theoret- 
cal soldier without practical compre- 
hension will often find his plans go 


wrong. To complete the qualifications

A WINNING CAMPAIGN. 


The reports coming from over 
the state indicate that agriculture 
this year will make a substantial ad- 
vance toward the goal of farm home 
support. Such an economic reform, 
involving new habits and profits to 
250,000 cultivators, cannot be ex- 
pected to materialize in a single sea- 
son. It will be attained in a signal 
and permanent way only after sev- 
eral seasons of education by demon- 
strations.

Banks have been forced into 
liquidation, hither and yonder over

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THE DOUBLE TRADE TAX. 

It. is difficult to conceive a condi- 
tion of the state which would justify 
it in the commission of: an actual 
injustice upon any element of its 
citizenship. But it is plaim enough 
that to require the business men 
of the state to pay both -a gross 


operations would be a glaring in- 
justice, even if only for a limited 


)|time as an emergency -measure. 


Long years ago the supreme court 
of Georgia drew clear distinction 
between the tree and its fruit, The 
constitution of the state taxes the 
land of the farmer, but exempts the 
products of his land from taxes 
while they remain in his hands for 
a term of the year next after their 
production. By statute it is now al- 
lowed to business conductors to de- 
duct from the gross sales tax the 
lesser income tax, or vice versa, but 
a proposition pends tn the general 
assembly to abolish that option and 
tax both the gross sales and the 
income from them—in other words, 
to tax both the tree and the fruit. 

The business enterprisers in the 
state are justly opposed to such 
double taxation, which take from 
their substance both at the bung 
and the spigot. They faif to find 
jany precedent for such dual exac- 
tions and protest them as unjust 
and violative of the general princi- 
ple of uniformity in taking excises 
from their particular species 
transactions. 
and prosperity of the daily business 
of the community that we hope for 
a general recovery of production 
and employment. To over-tax busi- 
ness is to retard and discourage 
business enterprise. 

The income and gross sales taxes 
were enacted by the legislature as 
mutual measures to increase the 
revenues of the state and to operate 
alternatively. Had it been claimed 
during their consideration that both 
would be applied to the same sub- 
ject matter one or the other of them 
would have been strongly rejected. 

No principle of justice and good 
economics can now justify the dou- 
ble application of them to both 
sales and the profits resulting from 
them. 


STATE “GAS” FACTORIES. 

In at least two states the legisla- 
tures are now considering proposals 
to set up state gasoline factories in 
their penal institutions. The idea is 
to sell the product to gasoline users 
in the state and get for the public 
treasury a profit plus the gasoline 
tax. 


The jdea, of course, is western 
and in line with other efforts in 
that region to put the state in busi- 
ness and as a competitor with its 
private and corporate citizens. It is 
not likely to find popular favor 
throughout the country, unless a 
demonstration of its practicability 
and profitableness shall be irresis- 
tible. 


There are certain lines of manu- 
facture in which prisoners of a state 
may, with good reason and some 
|profit to the state, be employed. 
| They are the production of goods 
‘used by the state in its business 
jand. institutions. A sovereign state 
jhas a logical right to such use of 
its convicts, and that use does not 
iconflict with the due interests of 
[the free laborers of the state. 

But there is sure to be sharp 
division of opinion about a state 
buying crude oil and turning it into 
commercial gasoline to be peddled 
by state agents to motorists at thou- 
sands of filling stations in towns 
and on the public highways. It will 
be interesting to watch the disposi- 
tion which legislatures wili make 
of these newly-hatched socialistic 
schemes.

Hardly had. the applause died down 
recently which greeted the masterful 
discourse of M. Bouisson, the ‘social- 
ist chairman of the French chamber 
of deputies, who. revived the gen- 
eral situation in France, when .

‘sented. x motion to liberate the com- 
munist. deputies who are in jail for 
anti-militarist and anti-patriotic prop- 
aganda. M. Cachin is no mean orator

self. He appealed to the chamber to 
respect the wishes of a électorate.. 
Some of. the prisoners, he said, had 
been elected to parliament, but they 
could not exercise their mandate be- 
cause they were in jail. What was 
somewhat unusual in communist pro- 
cedure he invoked the great traditions 
of the French revolution. — 

One naust have been present in the 
French chamber to ‘realize fully what 
effect this always has upon the mem- 
bers.

The.-buildings in .Hastings were 
mostly. of wood, The front fell out 
of the Grand hotel and the hospital 
and nurses’ home collapsed on the 
inmates, 

In both Napier and Hastings, the 
largest towns of the province, the 
earth was rent asunder by repeated 
shocks and fissures opened along the 
road, some of them 70 feet long. 

Floor Shaken. 

The sea flocr was shaken as well as 
the dry land and when Bluff Hill 
leaped into the water the bottom of 
Napier harbor rose and the steamer 
anchorage pool, ealled the Ironpot, 
turned inside out and became an 
island. } 

Besides Napier an Hastings, the 
towns of Wairoa, Waipikuroa and 
Waipawa were razed but few details 
at the disaster came from them to- 

ay. 

All means of communication in.the 
affected area were destroyed and the 
only news came to Wellington from 
ship’s wireless stations and eye wit- 
nesses who fled from the earthquake 
zone. 

The most nearly official report was 
from the commander of the naval 
sloop Veronica, which was in Napier 
harbor. He went ashore immediately 
with relief parties to give first aid.

28 TURKISH REBELS 
HANGED AT MENEMEN 


BY PRISCILLA RING. 
MENEMEN, Turkey, Feb. 3.—(?) 
The bodies of 28 Turkish Moslem re- 
actionaries swung from gibbets in the 


cold. Balkan wind today in a storm 
warning from the republic that the 
days of the caliphate have passed 
forever. 

Singly and in some cases by groups 
the condemned men, convicted of lead- 
ing an abortive revolutionary move- 
ment here December 23, were led at 
dawn from their cells to the gallows, 
where gypsy hangmen, western caps 
oddly topping baggy Turkish trousers 
and scarlet sashes, swung them aloft. 

Because of the martial law which 
has been in effect since the revolt, cit- 
izens were kept in their homes until 
S a.m. and there were almost no wit- 
nesses to the executions beyond a few 
officials. An occasional scream could 
be heard from women peeping from 
behind shuttered windows, however, 
and with the advance of day, shud- 
dering crowds passed the gruesome 
scene. 

Perhaps the only cheerful place in 


'Menemen today was the prison where 


seven persons rejoiced because their 
sentences were commuted at the last 
moment from death to 24 years’ im- 
prisonment. These were all over 65 
or under 20 years of age. One of 
these was an 18-year-old shepherd 
boy, who, when asked why he prayed 
continually, replied that he was thank- 
ing the soul of his dead mother for not 
having brought him into the world 
two years earlier. | 

All_day long. the bedies swung in 
the wind, for the ordér of execution, 
approved by the Turkish parliament 
at Angora, prescribed that they must 
serve aS an example for religious re- 
actionaries, 

Originally 837 persons were sen- 
tenced to death, but the sentences of 
five were commuted by the court and 
two others were ordered to life im- 
prisonment by parliament. Two, 
frightened at the thought of the gal- 
lows, dropped dead as the hour of exe- 
cution approached.

2 Hurt as Plane 
- Falls Near Marietta 


MARIETTA, Ga., Feb. 3.—Falling 
more than 200 feet and crashing into 
a group of trees, a pilot and one pas- 
senger in an airplane narrowly escaped 
death here late Tuesday afternoon.

Pershing Dissatisfied 
With Training at Home 


Continued from First Page. 


British pressing us for amalgama- 
tion. 

Went to Marshal Haig’s head- 
quarters Friday by rail, accom- 
panied by Colonel Wagstaff, and 
spent the night. Motored through 
heavy snow drifts out from 
Etaples. gangs of “conscientious 
objectors” opening up roads. Dis- 
cussed with Sir Douglas possible 
shipment by and training of 
American troops with British. 


Visited king and queen of Bel- 
gium and their army at Adenkirke 
on Saturday. 

As we have seen, there had been 
some talk of the British providing 
shipping to bring over American 
troops for training behind their lines. 
During the evening I spent with Sir 
Douglas Haig, as noted in the diary, 
he presented his plans for training 
our troops. His idea was to place the 
battalions as they arrived, one to the 
brigade, in selected British divisions, 
preferably those serving on the south- 
ern part of théir front, and then grad- 
ually to increase the number of bat- 
talions until the divisions should be- 
come wholly American. 

Sir Douglas was willing to place 
each of these divisions under an 
American general as soon as they 
should become partly Americanized, 
or do so from the outset if more de- 
sirable, retaining the British division- 
al staffs and brigade commanders and 
staffs until the divisions should be at 
least half American, after which our 
staff officers and brigadiers should 
gradually replace theirs. He thought 
the sentiment against our men serv- 
ing under another army might be thus 
overcome. 

Haig’s Plan Appeals to Pershing. 

Haig’s battalions, when released by 
Americans, would be broken up to 
fill depleted ranks elsewhere. In this 
way such units as they were unable 
to maintain could be replaced by ours 
and an American army built up to 
take its place alongside the British. 
Haig’s plan contemplated that the 
British and American armies would 
both be based on the northwest coast 
of France, His chief of rail transpor- 
tation, General Nash, thought he 
would be able to receive our troops 
at Havre and send them up country 
without disturbing his own arrange- 
ments. However, I thought that Nash 
was not very enthusiastic over his 
commander-in-chief’s idea. 

Sir Douglas used arguments such 
as common language and the fact that 
American hospital units were already 
with the British, as well as the sim- 
plicity and expedition with which the 
plan could be carried out. Any ob- 
jections the French might offer he 
thought would be met by building up 
the American army between the two. 
Besides, he said, this would provide 
for the extension of the British front 
and meet the demands of the French, 
who claimed that they were holding 
too much of the line in proportion to 
their forces. 

The appeal of this proposition was 
that we should be able to hasten our 
shipping program and bring to France 
a much larger number of men than 
would be possible with ,the tonnage 
then in operation. Hoping to commit 
the British definitely on the question 
of tonnage, which up to that time we 
had not succeeded in doing, I did not 
offer serious objection to the plan 
and even approved some of the fea- 
tures, especially those pertaining to 
the earlier part of the proposed train- 
ing, and for the moment the question 
was left open for further conference. 

In all these discussions the British 
were bargaining for men to fill their 
ranks and we were trying to get ship- 
ping to carry over our armies. The 
dickering continued until the crisis 
caused both British and French to 
realize that a lot of time had been 
wasted. 

Causes King to Wait. 

I left British headquarters the next 
morning en route to the Belgian front 
to pay my respects to the king and 
queen. As Sir Douglas was off to 
London my car was attached to his 
train and we traveled together to 
Boulogne, where he boarded the chan- 
nel boat and I took a special consist- 
ing of my car and one other and pro- 
ceeded on my way. 

We were due at Adenkirke, my des- 
tination, at a fixed hour, but to my 
surprise the train pulled in 10 min- 
utes ahead of time. I was changing 
into my best uniform, in fact was just 
putting on the rirht boot, when my 
aide, Colonel Bord, stuck his head in 
at the doer of my compartment and 
said breathlessly: “General, we have 
arrived.” 

I knew it only too well, as the train 
had stopped and the royal band out- 
side was playing “The Star-Spangled 
Banner” in the mournful cadence com- 
mon to foreign bands.

During my brief visit 1 was par- 
ticularly impressed by the extreme sim- 
plicity of the home life of the king 
and queen, living there, as they were, 
in’a very modest country place with- 
in sound of the enemy’s guns and al- 
most within range.
